In response to the Statement of Reasons for Allowance contained in the 



Notice of Allowance dated January 26, 2006, Applicants have the following comments. 



It appears that the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance is 



essentially a paraphrasing of the language from one of the allowed independent claims in 
the application. In this regard, for example, it is noted that claims 16-19 are to a method, 
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whereas the Statement of Reasons for Allowance appears to address only an apparatus. 
In any event, it is Applicant's understanding that each claim stands and falls on its own 
and was allowed based on the language in the claim, not on the language that is 
paraphrased in the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance. Accordingly, 
payment of the issue fee herewith is based on the understanding that each claim stand 
and fall on the language in the claim, and that the claims are not to be interpreted based 
on the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance. If there is any disagreement with 
this by the Examiner or the U.S. PTO, we respectfully request immediate notification of the 
same. 
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
